Ben ate bill 110, InUoduoed by Senator 
Baohsller. Is the codification bill that ta 
of great local importance* If It becomes 
a law a number of changes will be made 
in local government* 

Tbe following are some of tbe features 
of tbe bill. It provide# for the eieollor 
of a Mayor for a term of two years. 

The Town Council will coin let of two 
members from each ward and a member 
at-large, the latter to act a# President 
of the Council and In case of disability 
of the Mayor to act In that capacity. 

The aonual town election will be held 
Tuesday, April 3, sad a Board of Can¬ 
vassers meets on Friday succeeding the 
election and oaovassea the vote. 

The officers of the town shall be # 
mayor, council man-at-large, ward coun¬ 
cilman, town clerk, collector, treasurer, 
attoroey. assessor, recorder, Commis¬ 
sioner of appeal (one from each ward), 
overseer Uf lbe poor, surveyor, pound 
keepers, three couimlesloLers of asseea- 
inetit. chief of police, fire chief, three 
constable# from e^ch W*rd and Justice# 
ot lb* peace, aupeilAWhdeut of public 

Work#, 

The town clerk, col feel or, *##<>##< t 
and treasurer hold office [of three jeare t 
the recorder two years, overseer of tbe 
poor two years, chief fire department 
two years* 

The OuuqcU Is empowered by ordi¬ 
nance to appoint a Board of Excise con - 
elstlng of three members. 

Tbe kill la a lengthy one, containing 
10J clause#, and provides for Blnklng 
fund Com mission ere. Assess moot Com* 
iuL##loDer4, who shall levy assessments 
for Improvements, and there lx provision 
made for the annexation of territory to a 
town* 

The bill provides for the purchase and 
construction of a water plant by the 
Town Council.

spec tor Seymour P. Gilbert submitted 
hit customary report on tbe sanitary 
condition of the town. The water 
supply, Mr. Gilbert said, waa reported 
by the board's chemist to be of good 
quality. The caaee or contagious sick' 
oeas In the town wars comparatively 
f#w 4 considering the severe winter 
w# itKr and tbe liability to colds and 
V [i. Several nuisances brought to 
tbi •ttention of the board by complain* 
log property-owner*, the Inspector said 
had keen abated. 

Michael McGioneee, the owner of the 
premleee Ne. 406 Bloomfield avenue, 
wae ordered by the board to make a 
sewer connection with the premises. 

Inspector Gilbert called the attention 
of ihe board to a bill before the Legis¬ 
lature empowering boards of health to 
compel owners of low lands where 
iccumillation of stagnant water occur¬ 
red.
